Soviet Union Leads Europe in Manufacture of 
Machines, Other Products as 20th Year 
of Revolution Is Celebrated 


(Special te the Dally Werber) 

MOSCOW, Nov. 5.—Taking stock of its achievements 
20 years after the 1917 Revolution, the Soviet Union today 
proudly published for the people of the world that un- 
shakable fact that it has transformed backward, ignorant 
and undeveloped Czarist Russia into the leading indus- 
trial country of Europe, and is surpassed in modern in- 
dustry only by the United States. 

The salient fact of the latest report is that Socialist 
industry in the Soviet Union gives the Soviet farmer more 
harvester-combines to lighten farm labor than even the 
United States which up to now has léd the-world in this 
type of manufacture. The USSR is first in world manu- 
facture of harvester-combines, with the U. S. second. In 
1913 there was not a single harvester-combine in Russia. 

Socialist industry gives the Soviet farmer fully 40 
times as much farm machinery as in 1913. 


WAGES UP 
Side by side with these strides in industrial develop- 
ment, the wages of the Soviet workers have mounted year 
by year so that today the average worker’s wage in the 
USSR is 600 per cent greater than in 1924 when the So- 
viet Union was just emerging from its efforts to rid the 
country of foreign invaders. 

So triumphantly has the Soviet Union overcome the 
obstacles in its path due to hostility of capitalist govern- 
ments, wars of intervention, spying and wrecking, sabo- 
tage of Trotzkyites, and the heritage of chaos left from 
the Czar and the war, that today the USSR leads Europe 
in total manufactures. It is number one country in the 
manufacture of machines (taking the lead from Germany), 
farm machines, tractors, combines, motor lorries. It also 
leads in iron, copper, gold, phosphates, and beet sugar 
production.

Today the total output of every-day articles towers more 
than 30 billion roubles, an increase of 1,000 per cent since 
1917, and is planned to triple that figure in a few years. 

It is difficult to translate income of the Soviet worker 
into terms of American döflars, since the price level, the 
great difference of social wages such as insurance, sick 
insurance, maternity welfare, accident benefits, vacations 
with pay, cannot be counted in the cash wage comparison. 
The index of living standards is given better by an 
examination of the total production of consumers goods, 
since in the U.S.S.R., unlike capitalist countries, the 
greater portion of this goes directly into the hands of the 
workers and farmers who produced it; 


LIVING STANDARDS. UP 


In this light, the following figures tell an amazing 
story of rising living standards under the Socialist govern- 
ment: sugar production was 150 per cent greater than 
before the revolution; canned goods rose by 1,300 per cent 
in the past 15 years, candies and confectionery by 1,000 
per cent, and cigarettes by 340 per cent. 

Almost half of the bread is now baked in modern 
large-scale bakeries, a fact which is constantly cutting 
bread prices.

Two news items were buried in the press 
yesterday. 

From Hitler Germany comes the news 
that the people face a severe shortage of the 
daily articles of food such as eggs, meats, 
butter and bread. 


The Nazis are facing a crop shortage— 
only the potato crop is up to snuff, and the 
Nazi papers are telling the German people 
how patriotic it is to live on spuds alone. 

This food shortage in the midst of the 
highly industrialized Germany is a damning 
indictment of the fascist dictatorship which 
is bringing Germany to a coarse potato diet 
while it robs the people to build new bombing 
planes and new instruments of murder. While 
the German people are bled to pay for the 
Hitler “volunteers” in Spain, the people at 
home are being forced to live on a semi-star- 
vation diet. 


And yet this startling news of hunger in 
Germany rated only seven lines in the morn- 
ing papers. The reader will-remember the 
reams of hysterical lies about the mythical 
“famines” in the Soviet Union. Faced by a 
real famine—in Hitler Germany—the press 
is discreet. 

And why did not the press feature the 
contrasting report from the Soviet Union, 
land of Socialism, now entering radiantly on 
its 20th year? 


Why did they not feature the news that 


the costs of clothes and food in the U.S. S. R. 


has been twice reduced this past year to new 
low levels? That wages have risen from 
$760,000,000 in 1924 to more than 14 billion 
dollars in 19867? 

Life for the people of the Soviet Union 
grows happier, more prosperous, more joyful 
as the productive power of the country leaps 
forward under the wise guidance of its Com- 
munist leaders.

„The days when the powerful railroad 
companies can get away unchallenged with 
their consistent and criminal discrimination 
against the Negro people are becoming a 
thing of the past. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
just ordered a hearing on the complaint of 
Rep. Arthur W. Mitchell, Negro Congress- 
man of Illinois, who was prevented from 
riding as a first class passenger and other- 
wise denied his constitutional rights on board 
a train from Tennessee to Arkansas last 
April. Rep. Mitchell has named as defendants 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway, 
the Pullman Company and the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, which acted with the con- 
nivance of Negro-hating Arkansas officials. 

The Commission has set the hearing for 
Dec. 10 in Chicago. 

Not only are the citizenship rights of 
Rep. Mitchell involved, but the case is a 
symbol of the vicious tie-up between the 
giant corporations and the lynch reaction- 
aries in the South and elsewhere. It is a 
symbol of the ruthless oppression of the Ne- 
gro people in the South, where the 18th, 14th 
—. 15th amendments are mere chaffs in the 

nd. 


It is these same railroad companies who 
shamefully discriminate against more than 
140,000 Negro railroad workers, denying 
them seniority privileges and other elemen- 
tary rights, and working through numerous 
craft union leaders to bar Negroes from rail- 
way unions. This, also, is done in open viola- 
tion of the Railway Labor Act and the con- 
stitutional rights of both Negro and white 
railroad workers. 

Thus the rights of the Negro people, the 
railroad workers and the entire labor move- 
ment are involved in the case of Rep. Mitchell. 
A flood of telegrams to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission from these sources would 
let them know that the Negro people, 
and progressives realize that fact.

Now a New Masses writer, Pau! Kelso, goes there, and discovers 
something different. The CIO. has come even to “Middletown.” and 
busted the town wide open; even the Mayor has to play ball with the 
new labor vote.
